Take a Hike!

Have you ever noticed that each wood has its 
own unique personality - its own distinct feel to it? The 
difference in character between two woods had never felt 
more unambiguous to me than earlier this week, as I will 
explain in this second installment of Take a Hike! 

The most obvious of reasons would be that 
this time, we have left Rochester and skipped over to 
Mattapoisett, which has a land trust of its own that 
appears to maintain its nature trails at a different pace. 
There are several good-sized properties to explore, 
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though, and this week I welcome you to the 300-acre Old 
Aucoot District, located near the end of Bowman Street, a 
residential dirt road off Aucoot Street. 

There is not much available regarding historical 
information about the property, even with the help of the 
Mattapoisett Historical Museum staff. But one can feel the 
area is steeped in history, and several carved stones that 
still stand throughout the woods only further pique one's 
interest. 

This property summed up in a nutshell is peaceful, 
but spooky, and . . . beware of pigs. But we will get to that 
later. 

The trail map on the Mattapoisett Land Trust 
website showed a "P" for an off-street parking area, but 
I had a difficult time figuring out its exact location, and 
I finally parked in what looked like the least intrusive 
area to leave my car. I also had a hard time finding the 
trailhead. There are two different paths on either side of 
the road, and I was fumbling about a field of unrestrained 
bramble and uninhibited vines looking for the path into 
the woods. I walked in circles. I kept heading toward the 
trees in the distance, no matter how indirectly the paths 
appeared to lead there. 

There ahead, was the entrance to the woods, with 
two gatekeeper trees on either side, like a magic door, each 
marked with a white rectangle. 

It was peaceful, hearing only the sound of the 
ambient air, like the sound of the Earth breathing. Just by 
the trailhead is the small Graces Pond, still frozen on the 
Wednesday I visited. 

A small, wooded arrow points you in the right 
direction, and walking up, the first thing I noticed was the 
spooky, mossy trees with snake-like, twisted vines hanging 
down to the ground - the trees were all bare-boned, 
sinewy, and skinless like skeletons. 

By the bases of the trees, soft green moss-covered 
rocks spotted the trail, and extra care is required to avoid 
tripping over one and slipping into a muddy spot. The 
path then came to a fork with two wooden signs, one for 
the "South Path" and one for the "West Path." I wandered 
down the south trail, leaving the west trail for another day. 

Following the white rectangular markers painted 
on the trees, the trail winds, rising and falling over rocks,

decomposing tree trunks, and dry secondary stream beds. 
A layer of brown leaves carpeted the path, making it easy 
to walk over the muddy ground beneath. 

What stood out most to me throughout the hike 
were the spooky tree formations around every corner. It 
was like some trees had personalities of their own - some 
looked happy, others had faces moaning in pain, while 
others appeared to be dancing motionlessly. There were 
even a few sexy trees along the way that looked like they 
were entwined in an embrace. Another stretched and 
curved like a figure of a woman; others were mysterious 
or sinister looking. 

The south path led straight to a road, where it 
ended abruptly, so I had to turn around and head back the 
same way. I got rather spooked as I passed the small pond 
and back into the open field of brambling bushes. I could 
hear pigs making noises from somewhere nearby, but I 
couldn't tell from where. I could smell the pungent scent 
of manure as well. Just then I heard pig noises getting 
awfully close to me, and then I suddenly saw pig hoof 
prints in the ground. Pigs? Running around freely? I did 
not stick around to find out, I just booked it to my car. 

I plan to return to take some time exploring 
the west trail. According to the map, it has a couple of 
nice loops, and it looks like a good, robust hike. I'm not 
discouraged by the lack of signage, or the minimally- 
maintained paths that were strewn with sticks and tree 
limbs. After all, it is barely even spring yet. I spent about

And So It Goes

Have you noticed this? A couple of years ago, 
as I multi-tasked in my corporate office where the 
use of proper English was required for all forms of 
communications, I overheard a senior staff member 
begin her answer to a direct question with the word 'so 7 . 
It caught my attention because it sounded unusual. She 
could have used "I", "well", or simply "yes" but instead 
she began with 'so 7 and then she reiterated the question. 
She didn't really answer the question; she just repeated it. 
The inquirer left without getting an answer. I was stunned 
thinking that was a pretty neat trick. 

As time went on, however, she was using 'so 7 
with greater frequency. I found I wasn't listening to 
her any longer; I was waiting for the 'so' - and I'm not 
talking about a needle pulling thread. In long boring 
meetings to entertain myself and as a ploy to keep from 
nodding off, I'd keep score by making hash marks on 
my notepad every times she began a sentence with the 
offending 'so'. It was nothing for her to use it as many 
as 50 times during presentations. I looked around to 
see if anyone else found this annoying? Hell no! Before 
long, everyone was using 'so'. 'So' was multiplying and 
dividing, showing up everywhere. People were not only 
responding to questions, but they were using it at the 
beginning of nearly every expressed thought. "How was 
your vacation?" "So we went to Key West." "Is the sales 
and marketing database completed yet?" "So the database 
will be refreshed tomorrow." "So I'm going out for coffee, 
do you want one?" "So coffee sounds good." 

'So' became a virus infecting everything. The 
nightly news, PBS radio, written documents and even my 
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recent annual physical were invaded with this tiny word, 
nay organism 'so 7 . "Doctor, do you think this medication 
will work?" She responded, "So what we know about this 
medication, Marilou..." I wanted to scream. The sanctity 
of the doctor's examination room had been defiled by 'so 7 . 

Remember when 'so 7 knew its place? It wasn't 
that long ago. You might call someone a 'dirty so-and-so 7 , 
you might have said as a child, ". . .nay nay so are you. . .," 
you might even have ended a relationship by regally 
declaring "so be it", but you never, ever would have 
started a sentence with the word 'so.'

Whenever we hear one of our granddaughters utter the 
phrase 'so fun' we immediately correct them with "don't 
you mean, 'so much fun'". We generally get that look 
only teenage girls can give. Having not yet melted under 
their non-verbal retorts, we continue to try and educate 
them. We taught them to say please and thank you and 
reminded them to keep their elbows off the table. They 
are now tame enough to be allowed out in public. OK, so 
we are old fashioned. We are, however, banking that one

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day things will return to the normal we once knew and 
loved, fools that we are. 

Perhaps (now there is a word that has lost respect) 
linguists would tell us that language is fluid, organic, ever 
changing, able to mold itself to the needs of the present 
day and the people therein. If that is true, why did I have 
to suffer diagraming sentences on the blackboard in fifth 
grade? It was humiliating. I could never do the exercises 
correctly once we got past very simple sentences bearing 
nothing more than a single object. And those little lines 
hanging underneath the words reminded me of playing 
Hang Man. It didn't make sense to me and besides it 
wasn't so fun. 

And here's another thing about the use of 
'so' at the beginning of sentences, it sounds uppity. It 
sounds like the person using the conjunction in this 
manner knows something you don't know, or is smarter, 
somehow cleverer than the listener. I needed to find out 
if I was the only one hearing 'so' so many times and in so 
many places, so I searched the internet. So cool, right? 

So what I found is that in 2010, the New York 
Times already covered this theme on the use of 'so' in 
the 21st century. Here are some of the highlights from 
the article written by Anand Giridharadas: "So" may 
be the new "well," new "um," new "oh" and new "like." 
No longer content to lurk in the middle of sentences, it has 
jumped to the beginning, where it can portend many things: 
transition, certitude, logic, attentiveness, a major insight. What

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is new is its status as the favored introduction to thoughts, its 
encroachment on the territory of "well," "oh," "um" and their 
ilk. So, it is widely believed that the recent ascendancy of "so" 
began in Silicon Valley. The journalist Michael Lewis picked 
it up when researching his 1999 book "The New New Thing": 
"When a computer programmer answers a question," he wrote, 
"he often begins with the word 'so. "' Microsoft employees 
have long argued that the "so" boom began with them. In the 
software world, it was a tic that made sense. In immigrant-filled 
technology firms, it democratized talk by replacing a world 
of possible transitions with a catchall. This logical tinge to 
"so" has followed it out of software. Starting a sentence with 
"so" uses the whiff of logic to relay authority. Where "well" 
vacillates, "so" declaims. (See, I told you it sounded uppity.) 
Galina Bolden, a linguistics scholar who has written academic 
papers on the use of "so," believes that "so" is also about a 
culture of empathy gaining steam in a globalized world. To 
begin a sentence with "oh," she said in an e-mail, is to focus 
on what you have just remembered and your own concerns. To 
begin with "so," she said, drawing on her study of a database of 
recorded ordinary conversations, is to signal that one's coming 
words are chosen for relevance to the listener. The ascendancy 
of "so," Dr. Bolden said, "suggests that we are concerned with 
displaying interest for others and downplaying our interest in 
our own affairs. " 

Um, well, oh - so anyway like I was saying 'so 7 
has jumped to the forefront and will soon be heard in the 
sandbox where little kids will utter, "...so I'm going to the 
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swings. . ." followed by ". . .so not if I get there first. . ." So 
for now, let me conclude by saying, "So what?" No doubt 
by the time I am no longer able to convey my deepest 
insights, our society will be using the words 'hash tag 7 to 
precede every sentence, though I'm not sure what that 
means.

Scurvy in Guinea Pigs 

My guinea pig is eating less and cries when he walks. My 
friend said he has a Vitamin C deficiency. Is she correct? 
The most common problem in guinea pigs is scurvy, 
which is caused by a Vitamin C deficiency Your guinea 
pig's signs are consistent with this nutritional disorder. 

How can I prevent my guinea pig from developing scurvy? 

1. Purchase small bags of pellets. Vitamin C only lasts 
in pellets for 3 months from the time that it is manufac- 
tured. 

2. Supplement his diet with vegetables that are rich in 
Vitamin C such as peppers, kale and dandelion leaves. 

3. Supplement his diet with Vitamin C drops that are 
made for children. 50 mg per day is safe.

"Cities that bike seem to be happier/ 7 said New 
Bedford Mayor Jon Mitchell. "You get to know your city 
and environment. You even appreciate people a little bit 
more." 

Mitchell reminisced about a recent trip to 
Copenhagen, which he described as a "huge biking city" 
and said this is becoming truer in a lot of American cities. 

"We want to get people on bikes," said Mitchell. 
"It raises the quality of life." 

Espindola described his own trip to Copenhagen, 
where he witnessed streams of bikers lined up at 
streetlights, even outnumbering automobiles. 

MASSBIKE Executive Director David Watson 
commended the Mayor for his support of the South 
Coast's bike efforts. 

"It takes a leader at the local level who gets it, 
as well as the community support," said Watson. He 
acknowledged the people who attended the event as well. 
"You are the most engaged region in the state." 

The highlight of the evening was the animated 
keynote speaker Willy Weir, author of two books, Travels 
with Willie and Spokesongs. He is also a columnist for 
the Adventure Cyclist Magazine, a photographer, radio 
commentator and actor. Weir has cycled over 60,000 miles 
throughout the world. His presentation focused on his 
very first cycling adventure in 1981 across the United 
States. 

"[My] adventures almost always start on trails," 
said Weir. 

Much of the South Coast's bike path route is 
already in place, and there is a plan for the rest of it. 
Little by little, with the support of the community and 
its representatives, the project should one day come into

The Digital Future of Libraries and Books

There are those who proclaim that books are 
dead. There are some who say libraries are obsolete. And 
there is Harvard University Librarian Dr. Robert Darnton 
who will tell you, of course, that this is absurd. After all, 
there were more books printed last year than ever before, 
up six-percent even. 

"The book is not dead," says Darnton. "But - the 
whole world is changing." 

People gathered at the Marion Music Hall the 
evening of March 28 for another in a series of captivating 
lectures sponsored by the Sippican Historical Society 
and the Elizabeth Taber Library. This time, they invited 
Darnton to share his passion for knowledge and books 
while reassuring fellow bibliophiles that books are alive - 
that books are indeed evolving. 

Historically, libraries boldly stand in the middle 
of the world's university campuses. Darnton likened these 
libraries to being the heart of the academic establishment, 
pumping out knowledge - but only as far as the spiked 
walls that surrounded them, opening up only to the 
privileged, keeping out the multitudes. These walls, now, 
are virtually crumbling. 

Darnton and his associates are revolutionaries 
for the future of digitizing books, sharing the radical 
utilitarian idea that all knowledge, all books should be 
digitized and available on the internet for the masses 
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- without restriction - and without profit. Darnton is 
one of the founders of the Digital Public Library of 
America (DPLA), which is a growing online library of 
interlinking databases that share metadata files that can be 
downloaded anywhere for free. 

Since its start on April 18, 2013, the DPLA has 
grown to become an information hub for over 11 million 
metadata files that are free and open to the world. These 
files hold "the cultural heritage of humanity/ 7 says 
Darnton. It is available at the fingertips of all human 
beings. During its first week, 1.5 million files were 
downloaded, and the site received 3.5 pings per second. 

"Scannebagos," or vehicles with DPLA 
representatives, went into the community to seek out 
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publications to scan and enter into the digital library. 
Now Darnton says they are overwhelmed by the speed 
in which the DPLA has taken off, with so many wanting 
to work for it and others wanting to contribute metadata 
files. 

"It's growing so fast that, in a way, we can't keep 
up with it," said Darnton, adding that the DPLA at this 
point will only link with databases containing at least 
150,000 digital files. 

This journey for Darnton has not always gone 
smoothly. There are forces blocking the establishment of 
a world digital library - the foremost obstacle being legal. 
Copyright law has become the new walls and spikes that 
are keeping the spread of free knowledge and information 
from the minds of the masses. 

When Google attempted to establish its Google 
Book Search as a free resource for digitized books and 
publications, it was stopped dead in its tracks by the 
Author's Guild who sued Google, engaging in three years 
of negotiations that Darnton said he witnessed. 

"I've never seen anything like it," said Darnton. 
"It was hardball." 

So, how does Darnton and the DPLA hope to 
climb over this new wall erected to stop the free sharing 
of knowledge? By convincing authors to hand over their 
copyrights. Darnton explained that a book has a limited 
economic life span, and now an alliance of authors are 
willing to allow their books to be digitized and shared 
once that window closes. 

"They want readers," said Darnton. He added 
that as the times change, as books are also changing, 
copyright law will also have to evolve and change as well. 

Another obstacle to the digital future of books is 
that, as Darnton explained, preserving digital files is not 
permanent. 

"Those ones and zeros unravel," said Darnton. 
He said digital preservation methods are limited in 
effectiveness and no one has yet come up with a better 
way to preserve digitized text. 

"We're not about to create a great collection to just 
evaporate," stated Darnton, saying digitized text is even 
more vulnerable to deterioration than printed text. 

Darnton said the future of books is, essentially, 
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up for grabs. "And we could get it wrong/ 7 said Darnton. 
"We need to get it right." 

The history of books, from the invention of 
the printing press to the establishment of the country's 
first public libraries, has had its ups and downs. "And 
now could be a downer," said Darnton. The stakes are 
high, he said. In the face of a new for-profit monopoly 
on knowledge in digital form, as Darnton described it, 
shouldn't humanity's history and culture, the intellectual 
wealth of the world, be preserved and shared with it? 

"I think it's only a matter of time before we have a 
world library," said Darnton. Until then, with the birth of 
the DPLA, even the most isolated have access to a wealth 
of knowledge that is free to all.

Next up was a presentation by Jeff Oakes, Ken 
Litke and Robert Coykendall on an Update on Project 
Need Form for the Marion Bike Path Committee. The 
bike committee requested the board sign a state-required 
application called an Update on Project Need Form to 
give the committee the ability to apply for state and 
federal grants to fund the study engineering and building 
of a bike path linking Mattapoisett and Wareham, via 
Marion. 

"We need to get in line for funding/ 7 said Oakes. 
"This will get the ball rolling for Marion and have us 
asking for money that is available at the state and federal 
level for funding our bike path in Marion/ 7 said Oakes. 
Ken Litke spoke and asked for special funding from 
the town for $800 for two bike racks to be positioned at 
Elizabeth Tabor Library and Washburn Park, which will 
be a starting or ending point of the Marion Bike Pathway. 

A discussion regarding the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust followed regarding the Habitat for 
Humanity project Regulatory Agreement. Recent wording 
from the Department of Housing and Community 
Development conflicted with the Habitat for Humanity 
and the Town of Marion's version of what constitutes 
'affordability' when an owner of an affordable unit 
decides to sell the unit. According to DHCD's wording, if 
the affordable owner cannot find an affordable buyer in 90 
days, he or she can sell the unit at market rate. 

This new rule dominated the discussion at the 
meeting, and Town Counsel Jon Whitten, guest Janis 
Robbins, and the BOS came to the conclusion that they 
needed to discuss the matter in more detail due to the 
serious repercussions. Jack Beck, the local representative 
for Habitat for Humanity weighed in and said, "let's 
build the house, spring is here, let's get it done." 
Whitten offered three ways to deal with the conflicting 
requirements regarding affordable housing being sold 
within 90 days, now in the DHCD. 

"Fm advising you [BOS] to vote against this 
because this is not what town voters voted for at town 
meeting and the DHCD's language goes against what we 
..." said Whitten.

Security Cameras Proposed for Waterfront

Jill Simmons, Mattapoisett 7 s new harbormaster, 
reported to the Marine Advisory Committee on a 
number of activities that she has already completed, has 
underway now, or will have underway in the coming 
months. But nothing hit a nerve more than her suggestion 
that the town purchase a camera security system. 

The committee members in attendance - Alan 
Gillis, Jack, Duff, Carlos DeSousa, Mike Chaplain and Jim 
Broadwater - heard Simmons detail the benefits of this 
level of security. She said that if cameras were situated 
at Ned's Point, Town Landing, Barstow, and the town

areas would curb vandalism, since vandals could be 
identified and charged. Residents would also be able to 
watch for themselves what was occurring on the waterfront 
since the cameras could stream live video to the town's 
website where everyone would have access. 

DeSousa was impressed with the possibility of 
this level of security that would give the harbormaster the 
ability to monitor activities remotely. While the price tag for 
a sophisticated security camera system was acknowledged 
as hefty, DeSousa suggested something more modest for 
now. 

Gillis, Broadwater and Chaplain were all in 
agreement that this was an intriguing asset for the town 
and something that they felt boat owners would appreciate 
and desire. They moved to write a letter to the selectmen in 
support of this initiative. 

Simmons also discussed the need for a new boat 
motor, renovations to the harbormaster's building, repairs 
to existing docks from storm damage, dock carts, systems 
for tracking water and electrical use on the town's wharves, 
and the building of new channel markers for recreational 
areas in the outer harbor areas. 

Earlier in the evening, they discussed one sub- 
committee's ongoing development of new "rules" for 
moorings, including fees and permits. One big area of 
concern, confusion, and consternation was the issue of 
mooring "grandfathering." The members were not united 
in their opinion that grandfathering, as it is currently 
handled, is problematic, and the majority felt it was fraught 
with difficulties and led to possible abuses. Broadwater 
said, "We are doing all of this to make things fair for 
everyone." The rules sub-committee is working on this 
issue as well. 

They also established another sub-committee to 
take on establishing requirements for mooring inspectors 
and inspection methodology. At the request of the Board of 
Selectmen, the committee will investigate how other towns 
- including the town of Marion which has established 
qualifications for mooring inspectors - handle this critical 
waterfront activity. There was discussion on the importance 
of inspecting mooring chains, types of inspections, who has 
ultimate responsibility for damage caused by a watercraft 
that comes free of its mooring, and the town's liability. A

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the first item to be discussed at the Marion Conservation 
Commission's meeting on Wednesday evening. 

David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates of Mattapoisett represented the applicant 
and discussed a letter from the Massachusetts Division 
of Marine Fisheries with their comments on the project. 
The DMF commented that 'to minimize loss of eelgrass 
habitat, the floating dock should not be positioned over 
any underlying eelgrass beds 7 and they questioned the 
type of attachment system that would be used to attach 
the float to the bottom. The DMF letter noted that if a 
chain system was used, it would impact the intertidal area 
as the chain sweeps back and forth with the rise and fall 
of the tide.

Davignon told the board that the applicant would 
like to put in two float piles and remove the bottom 
anchor chain system. Both the harbormaster and shellfish 
officer were consulted, and Davignon said they had no 
objection to the proposal. The board closed the hearing. 

Next up was an appointment with Tabor 
Academy, represented by Matthew VanderPol, for a 
discussion regarding removal of a portion of the stone 
wall along Ryder Lane. VanderPol proposed removing 
430 feet of wall along the Ryder Lane side of the Tabor 
field. Tabor plans to replace the wall with hedges at the 
same elevation as the existing wall. 

VanderPol also told the board that Tabor would 
like to tear down the stone athletic storage structure that 
is just inside the wall. VanderPol said that Tabor would 
like to do the work in conjunction with the CDM Smith 
reconstruction of Ryder Lane. VanderPol did not have 
the site plan drawings, and the board asked him to make 
another appointment and provide the proposed plans to 
the Conservation Commission office for review. 

Brian Grady of GAF Engineering of Wareham 
represented David Dunn, of 6 Shawondasse Road, for a 
Notice of Intent to raise the dwelling onto a new concrete 
pad foundation, construct a new driveway, and associated 
grading. Grady said that the home will be raised at an 
elevation of at least 20 feet. A 12- by 2-foot addition will 
also be added and raised. The property is in a velocity 
zone and a coastal dune area. The house will have nine 
piles plus three piles for the deck and five piles for the 
side access, steps and deck. The pilings will be four feet 
deep with a concrete slab below. The board closed the 
hearing. 

Coming back to the board after several 
appointments to work out a Notice of Intent was 
applicant Gale P. Runnells of 17 Reservation Road, who 
has plans to construct an in-ground swimming pool, 
a retaining wall and a patio. Rick Charon of Charon 
Associates of Rochester represented the applicant. At 
issue was the stipulation that no back-flushing from the 
pool could occur due to the extensive marsh area abutting 
the property. "There will be 10,000 gallons of water in 
the pool, which will have a geof abric liner. A pool filter 
cartridge will be used and no water will be flushed into 
the marsh/ 7 said Charon. The board closed the hearing. 

Next up was a discussion with the Sippican Lands 
Trust to discuss approval of the Conservation Restriction 
on Parcels C and E of the Bay Watch Realty Trust 30B 
site located off Route 105 /Front Street. The property 
consists of 12 acres that abut the 40B Project off Route 
105 in Marion. The area has been put in a conservation 
restriction in perpetuity. The land restriction has been 
approved by the Division of Energy and Environmental 
Affairs, town counsel and the Sippican Lands Trust. Final 
approval will come from the Board of Selectmen. The 
board agreed to the restriction and signed the documents 
which will go before the BOS. 

The board discussed and issued a Full Certificate

Capital Planning Nearing Vote 

Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee

Now that the members of the Mattapoisett 
Capital Planning Committee have met with each of the 
town's department heads, they are nearly ready to vote. 
Chuck McCullough stated that with the completion of the 
'wish list 7 meetings, where department heads revisited 



2014 capital spending and lobbied for their must have 
items for 2015 and beyond, prioritization of those requests 
can now take place. 

McCullough said, "I'll visit once again with each 
department head to make sure I understood their request, 
then I can tune-up my report/ 7 He plans to complete 
those meeting in the coming week. Once that is done, he 
will call another meeting with the committee members 
sometime during the week of April 7. That final meeting 
will find the committee reviewing each and every request 
and prioritizing the proposed expenditures, except for 
those proposed by enterprises. 

Water, sewer and waterfront requests will be 
reviewed separately as they will be solely funded by the 
enterprises funds. Once the committee has completed 
their vetting and scoring of the proposed expenses, they 
will present their report to the Finance Committee. 

During the final departmental meetings held on 
March 26, the committee met with Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne and reviewed requests from the 
Recreation Department and the harbormaster. 

Gagne requested a bundled expenditure for a 
variety of small items for various town hall departments 
totaling $13,000. Subsequent years 2016 and 2017 will 
carry $50,000 for repairs to the town beach building. 

Harbormaster Jill Simmons produced a proposal 
to fund a security camera system that would help with 
safety and the security of watercraft at the town wharves 
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(2 cameras), and one camera each for Barstow pier, Ned's 
Point and Town Landing. Her presentation noted that her 
computer system presently can support the five locations 
and would give her the ability to remotely monitor 
security in the far flung locations 24 hours a day She also 
reported that with an internet-based system, the cameras 
could stream to the town's web site allowing residents 
to 'see 7 what is happening in those locations from the 
comfort of their homes. She had no other capital requests. 

Rounding out the evening was the meeting 
with the Recreation Department. With the Hammond 
Street tennis courts being funded in part by Community 
Preservation funds ($50,000) that request was removed. 
The only other expense requested is $10,000 to repair 



the beach raft. Looking down the road to the future, 
the Recreation Department will be proposing an 
expenditure of $20,000 in 2016 for multi-use fields at Old 
Hammondtown School and a new playground at town 
beach in 2017 for $100,000.

Peter Flood of Green Seal Environmental explained the 
latest changes to the plan. 

Changes to the 50 Cranberry Highway trash and 
recycling facility plan involve enclosing the originally 
proposed loading dock, adding a 60- to 70-foot long 
guard rail to be installed along the northwest side of the 
property and relocating a diesel tank from the southeast 
side of the property to the eastern side of the building. 

"Things are going well with the existing project/ 7 
said Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon, referring to the 
work that has already begun on the site. She said these 
new changes to the plan have resulted in an over-all better 
design. 

Also during the meeting, Farinon told the 
commission that she issued a violation to Britney Ashley 
and Christopher Faustino, owners of 510 New Bedford 
Road for unpermitted clearing of trees within the 100- 
foot buffer zone - and right up to the very edge of the 
wetlands. 

After receiving a call from a concerned resident, 
Farinon went to the property and issued the violation. 
According to the terms of the violation, Ashley and 
Faustino have until April 18 to file with the Conservation 
Commission. 

The commission was handed photos taken of 
the logging and clearing at the site, prompting a "holy 
smokes" and a gasp from ConCom Member Kevin 
Cassidy. 

"That's a lot of clearing," said Cassidy looking at 
the photos. 

Cassidy asked Farinon who physically did the 
logging on the property, and Farinon told him it was 
Faustino' s father, Christopher Faustino Sr., owner of 
Faustino & Sons Logging of Rochester. Faustino Sr. was 
once a Rochester Conservation Commission member.

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The extent of clearing Ashley and Faustino 
carried out requires a Forest Cutting Plan, which they did 
not have. 

In a post-meeting interview, when asked if 
ConCom would have approved this scope of clearing 
before the work was completed, Farinon and ConCom 
Chairman Rosemary Smith both stated no. 

In other news, Farinon told the commission that 
several cranberry bog owners are considering allowing 
solar farm projects on their bogs, but she would not 
disclose which ones. 

"And they're being approached by companies 
to do that/ 7 said Farinon. She added that since cranberry 
bogs qualify as resource areas under the Wetlands

Protection Act, any plans would come before the 
commission for approval. 

In other matters, Michael Clements from the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation Highway 
Division presented a plan for herbicide application to 
areas along Interstate 495 within the town border. He said 
the project is 94-percent mowing, one-percent herbicide 
application, and five-percent "other." 

It is standard procedure for the Mass DOT to 
renew its vegetation maintenance plan with the Town, 
and this plan will expire in five years. 

"This plan will have no impact on wetlands 
resources," said Clements. He said the herbicides and 
application methods have been researched and tested by 
the Department of Environmental Protection, and most of 
the herbicides, like Roundup®, can be purchased at most 
garden centers. 

Mass DOT will notify the Town 10 days before 
spraying and applying the chemicals in June. The sprayer 
is a low pressure, low volume nozzle, and the chemicals 
can only be applied in dry weather, with wind below 20 
miles per hour. The vote to approve was unanimous. 

The commission also discussed an email 
complaint from a resident on March 30, the Sunday of the 
big rain storm, complaining of significant standing water, 
which the resident attributed to the nearby Connet Woods 
subdivision. 

Farinon said she went to the site on March 31 and

the water had fully dissipated. She stated that members 
from the Planning Board also checked out the site that 
Monday, and they found it to be a "non-issue." 

Farinon spoke of the Sunday storm commenting, 
"There was water every place." She added that there 
appears to be a "neighborly dispute" now. 

Also discussed, Farinon said a kiosk at Leonard's 
Pond is being constructed by students at Old Colony 
Regional Vocational Technical High School. 

A display case is also in the works for Doggett's 
Brook to be located on the side of the restroom facility. 
Farinon brought several sample maps for the commission 
to look over. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation

Hall. 

Big Changes to School Calendar 

Joint Meeting of the School Committees 
By Jean Perry 

Goodbye, Good Friday as a day off. Starting with 
the 2014-2015 school year, the joint School Committees 
voted March 27 to do away with giving students as a day 
off the Friday before Easter. The committees also voted to 
make the Wednesday before Thanksgiving a full day-off, 
rather than a half-day to counterbalance the added Good 
Friday school day. 

"That's a religious holiday and we shouldn't be 
giving off religious holidays in the public school setting," 
said Rochester School Committee Chairman Michelle 
Cusolito. 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos 
cautioned the committees, wondering if anyone took the 
time to look at the proposal "through the eyes of legal 
counsel" before taking away the day-off. She added that 
tests and assessments should not be given on religious 
holidays observed by some students, because any missed 
tests given on those days cannot count against the 
students. 

Many of those in favor of the change considered 
Dr. Frango's advice as an "unwritten rule," and pushed 
ahead with the proposal.

Marion School Committee Member Christine 
Winters, who voted against the motion, said that she 
makes decisions on policy, not on unwritten rules. She 
questioned how that day would be a good instructional 
day if students and teachers would take the day off to 
observe the religious holiday 

"This never came up/ 7 said ORR Principal 
Michael Devoll regarding his discussions with staff about 
converting Good Friday into a regular school day "I think 
we'll have good staff attendance/ 7 said Devoll, adding, 
"But I don't have the data to back that up." 

"We don't give other holidays off for other 
religions," stated Rochester School Committee Member 
Tim Scholz. 



Cusolito said this was her concern as well, coming 
from an ethical standpoint. 

"We're long past the day when we should be 
giving religious holidays off," said Rochester School 
Committee Member Robin Rounseville. 

Also adjusted in the school calendar, ORR will 
add two half days to their calendar year, after Devoll 
expressed concern over losing "extremely valuable" half- 
days. 

Superintendent Doug White had been making 
adjustments to the school calendar in order to address 
committee members' concerns over half-days being 
unproductive instructional days and a waste of time. 
Initially, the idea was: The less interruptions in the school

week, the better the learning. 

White had adjusted the calendar to move one 
professional development early release day from January 
to August, and he eliminated the September and March 
half-days to create more uninterrupted weeks with 
uninterrupted learning. 

However, Devoll said the half-days provided the 
staff with valuable time for staff development, and asked 
White and the committees to consider reinstating the half 
days. 

White suggested // piggy-backing ,/ on the April 
half days already set for the Mattapoisett and Rochester 
schools for parent / teacher conferences, which the 
committees adopted. 

The committees also adopted two full weeks off 
for winter vacation. 

In other news, Frangos and other coordinators of 
the project introduced the finalized Strategic Plan for the 
ORR School District, which encompasses four main goals 
with sub-goals and action plans for executing the goals. 

Frangos called the plan "concrete and practical/ 7 
and many repeatedly referred to the plan as "rigorous/ 7 
She added that the district's mission is to "help all of the 
students learn, achieve, and to care." 

Goal One, titled "Meeting the Needs of All 
Students," is a three-pronged goal, as Frangos described 
it. It consists of a curriculum goal, including adopting 
the "Responsive Classroom" model; a personalization 
goal establishing an advisory program to address social 
and emotional development; and a community goal 
establishing public outreach on the Social Emotional 
Learning curriculum. 

Goal One reads, "By June 2018 we will have 
embraced a broad and challenging curriculum that 
fosters the social, emotional, and academic growth of all 
students." 

Devoll, presenting the first goal, said it considers 
"whole child needs" and provides greater personalization 
for each student by establishing personal relationships 
between teachers and students. 

Goal Two, presented by Rochester Memorial 
Principal Derek Medeiros, addresses relationships,

Back in Marion, the team has found the new crew 
facility at Tabor Academy to be a valuable asset. This 
space is attached to the Athletic Center and contains a 
rowing tank with two pools, where up to eight people can 
be rowing at a time. Girls 7 Head Coach Emily Chandler 
has found the building to have significantly benefited the 
program already. The space is "unbelievable," given that 
the crew team has never had a workout facility of its own. 
She finds that "the level of focus has gone up significantly 
for all of the athletes: coxswains and rowers" due to the 
limited distractions in the area. 

Productivity has increased as well, now that 
rowers can see their technique in the mirrors on the wall 
- a quality typical on an erg room. The tank itself allows 
the athletes to mimic the strokes and is an ideal location 
for coaching. Rather than yelling into a megaphone from 
the water, Chandler finds that being more accessible to the 
rowers allows them to pick up on technique much faster. 
"The novices will be able to learn to row much more 
quickly, taking more strokes than they would be taking if 
they were rowing on the water," says Chandler.

will be working on road cleanup, a yearly project done 
in cooperation with the Marion Tree Committee. This 
year's focus will be on the 1-195 on-and-off ramps and 
sections of County Road and Point Road.

Noah. Starring Russell Crowe and Jennifer Connolly. 
Directed by Darren Aronofsky. Running time: 139 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

David Lynch 7 s Dune. Stanley Kubrick's The 
Shining. Ang Lee's Hulk. Francis Coppola's Dracula. 
Spike Jonze's Where the Wild Things Are. These are all 
big-budget movies, based on popular material, directed 
by artists who made them a lot stranger and wilder and 
more idiosyncratic than they actually needed to be. These 
directors could have delivered bland, lowest-common- 
denominator adaptations — except that they couldn't 
have, because the artist demon inside wouldn't let them. 
To this short list we might now add Darren Aronofsky' s 
Noah, a genuinely odd and sometimes off-putting work of 
art, folly, and often both at once. 

Aronofsky takes the Biblical story of Noah 
(Russell Crowe) absolutely seriously, though by all 
accounts he's not a Christian. He may not believe in 
it literally, but he believes in it as a story, a parable. A 
few years back, the legendary cartoonist Robert Crumb 
published his word-for-word illustration of the Book of 
Genesis, and while it was an immaculate work of craft, 
it had very little of Crumb in it. He seemed to take it on 
entirely as an exercise. Aronofsky does the exact opposite 
with Noah, though the craft is still impeccable; he fleshes it 
out as a psychological war between man and his Creator, 
which is really a war between man and his own poor 
understanding of the Creator, who cannot be understood. 

Noah receives dread-ridden visions of the 
catastrophe to come: the Creator is going to wipe the 
slate clean, leaving only two of each animal to survive 
and multiply, because they, unlike warlike and greedy 
man, "still live as they lived in the Garden." The Creator 
is wrathful on the highest level: Man, created in His 
own image, has turned out to be His greatest and most 
destructive failure. Noah, charged with the preservation 
of the animals, becomes the conduit for the Creator's 
loathing of humanity as Noah understands it. Noah 
comes from the blameless (and lesser-known) bloodline 




of Seth, the third son 
of Adam and Eve, 
but he still bears the 
weight of original sin. 
Rather than making 
all this into a bloodless 
psychological study 
a J of a deluded man, 

a" ' J Aronofsky does 

something more 
difficult — he literalizes the miracles and madness, so 
that Noah, like Jesus in Martin Scorsese's Last Temptation 
of Christ, comes across as a flawed human tormented by 
what he thinks the Creator wants from him. 

Aided by cinematographer Matthew Libatique, 
Aronofsky gives Noah's world a harsh, savage beauty. 
The Watchers, fallen angels who help Noah build his 
ark and defend him against the army of the corrupt 
Tubal-Cain (Ray Winstone), are truly bizarre monstrous 
creations, covered in rock and mud as punishment for 
defying the Creator by helping Cain. Noah is a frequently 
dotty mash-up of fantasy, scripture, environmental 
activism, and dreamlike cinematic technique. As such, 
it's the most fully alive and exciting film out there right 
now, and quite possibly the year's first great American 
movie, or at least one with greatness in it. It feels utterly 
uncompromised, a pure shot from the source. 

Crowe anchors the whole unwieldy thing with a 
calmness that comes to seem a bit frightening. He almost 
never even raises his voice; he doesn't need to. By the 
time Noah is contemplating murdering his own newborn 
granddaughters to adhere to what he interprets as the 
Creator's plan, he's essentially lost us, but Crowe hasn't. 
The movie is full of moral wrestling like this, as well 
as king-hell battle scenes and the genuinely horrifying 
disaster of the great flood itself, which sweeps away the 
innocent and sinful alike — though who's innocent and 
who's sinful? The society we see that's judged worthy of 
extinction isn't much different from ours — we're actually 
worse. Noah might look at what's become of creation and 
stab the hell out of those babies. The movie doesn't quite 
reconcile Noah's convictions with the future of mankind, 
but it doesn't have to. It's a work full of life, splendor, 
terror, awe, and foolishness — the kind of stubborn art- 
epic we get once in a blue moon, the sort that makes me 
feel protective of it, grateful for it.

This 
event is part of a nationwide initiative by the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Administration, (DEA). It will be 
held Saturday, April 26 from 10:00 am to 2:00 pm. The 
purpose of such programs is to allow for safe, legal, and 
environmentally-friendly disposal of extra drugs that 
patients have not used.
